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Cold, rain, snow forecast 
in Chicago this week

Ready or not, winter is on its way back. 
Thanksgiving is weeks away, but below-freez- 
ing temperatures and, yes, snow are forecast 
this week. 

If there is a bright spot, the mid-November 
appearance of the cold and snow does not nec- 
essarily mean the Chicago area will be in 
for a repeat of last year’s memo- 
rable winter—though fore- 
casting upcoming winters 
can be particularly chal- 
lenging because there 
are no strong, reliable 
predictive indicators. 

“Just because we 
had a cold winter last 
year doesn’t doom us 
to have another severe 
winter,” said Jim Angel, 

Illinois’ state climatolo- 

gist. “There is no strong sig- 

nal that when you have cold early 
on it sets the tone for the season.” 

A tropical typhoon may be to blame for the 
blast of cold on the horizon. 

Super Typhoon Nuri, which has been churn- 
ing the Pacific Ocean with winds of 180 mph, 
is expected to kick a couple of dents in the 
jet stream. And that will bring arctic air rush- 
ing into the area early in the week, with highs 


below freezing in some places and lows in the 
teens. Measurable snow is a good bet too. 

“Temperatures like that would be normal 
for mid- to late December,” said Ricky Cas- 
tro, a meteorologist with the National Weath- 
er Service. 

The chain of events—or as the weather 
service calls it, “a fascinating and somewhat 
unusual evolution”—begins over the Bering 
Sea off Alaska. That’s where the remnants of 

Nuri are expected to start buckling the jet 
stream. That should send warmer 
air toward the polar region 
and plunging arctic air over 
Canada and into the Mid- 
west. 

The jet stream actu- 
ally will bend in two 
places, Castro _ said, 
over Alaska and over 
the Chicago area. How 

far down the jet stream 
dips will determine how 
cold and snowy it will be 
around here. 

The weather system techni- 
cally will be affected by a piece of the 
polar vortex, a term that became popular last 
winter. But meteorologists emphasized the 
polar vortex happens every winter and last 
year its presence was simply felt more than 
usual in the area. The influence of the polar 
vortex, even this early, is completely normal, 

the National Weather Service said. 


There could be “accumulating snow” north 
of the cold system but Castro said it is too ear- 
ly to tell where and how much. A good cover 
of snow could make it even colder, he said. 
Strong gusty winds will make temperatures 
already projected to top out in the 30s and 
perhaps dip into teens feel even colder. 

The cold will stay for pretty much the 
whole week or, as the weather service puts it, 
“leaving our region in the icy grips of an early 
season cold snap.” 

Winter 2013 started ahead of schedule in 
northern Illinois, with unseasonably cold 
temperatures and snow. It was a steady and 
formidable visitor until spring. That does not 
mean this year will follow the same timeline, 
or match its intensity, however. 

Angel examined data for the winters follow- 
ing the state’s 20 coldest winters— December 
2013 to February 2014 was ninth-coldest— 
and found that half of the following winters 
were colder than average and the other half 
were average or warmer. 

Angel said the forecast for this winter fol- 
lows suit with equal chances of above- and 
below-normal temperatures. 

“We don’t see any strong indications of it 
being too warm or too cold,” Angel said. 

For those feeling particularly hopeful, there 
is a chance this winter could be milder than 
normal. Meteorologists have been watching 
for the possible development of an El Nino 
weather system in the Pacific, which can re- 
verse the direction of Pacific trade winds and

pull warm water to the surface. El Ninos in 
the Pacific can moderate winters in Chicago. 

Angel said the possible El Nino has been 
slow in developing and “is the wild card in all 
of this.” 

“Tf that starts up, that helps us out some- 
what on the forecast for a little bit milder win- 
ter,” Angel said. 

The long-term forecast may be uncertain, 
but this week it’s clear: Have the coat and mit- 
tens ready,

Urban gondolas for Chicago? 


Residents float ideas for 
Museum Campus transit

Imagine zooming through the sky from 
Union Station, past Buckingham Fountain 
with stops at the Field Museum and Adler 
Planetarium in a vessel that resembles an 
amusement park ride before ending your trip 
at McCormick Place. 

The so-called “urban gondola”—a cable 
car typically associated with ski lifts—would 
travel on overhead cables between down- 
town hotspots and the Museum Campus. 

The “urban gondola” is among 70-plus 
ideas—from better signs on Lake Shore 
Drive to streetcars in the South Loop—the 
Metropolitan Planning Council received 
on how to better improve transportation 
around Museum Campus, the area along 


Chicage’s bketrent that is hea to &ebdier 
Tele, Mortherly Esha, Adler Planecarivm 
and other museums. 

Thursday was the last day for the public to 
submit ideas, and no idea—no matter how 
outlandish it may seem—is being ruled out. 

“We are absolutely going to consider every 
suggestion,” said MarySue Barrett, Metro- 
politan Planning Council president. “We're 
not just looking at very near-term items. 
We're looking at an aspirational” level. 

The council, a group of community lead- 
ers devoted to city development, will begin 
to review the suggestions with the Chicago 
Department of Transportation and Chicago 
Park District to develop recommendations 
for next steps, said Yonah Freemark, a Met- 
ropolitan Planning Council project manager. 

In August, Mayor Emanuel announced the 
creation of the Museum Campus task force

The Lucas Museum of Narrative Art 1s 
slated to be built in Soldier Field parking lots, 
The planned museum is expected to bring 
more visitors to an area that can seem isee 
lated because it is blocks from a CTA rail sta- 
tion and is served by a few CTA bus routes. 

The task force solicited ideas by hostizg: 
public meetings and accepting online submis- 
sions through civicartworks.com. Some reii- 
dents at a public meeting told RedEye that is’s 
difficult to figure out where CTA buses staf 
at Museum Campus, and bicycling can be dif 
ficult because of pedestrian congestion. 

Besides the urban gondola, other ideas 
include a light rail on Lake Shore Drive ancl 
streetcars that would connect the South 
Loop and Museum Campus.

How to read a jobs report

On the first Friday of 
every month, the coun- 
try’s financial elite wake 
up early and breathlessly 
await the federal Bureau 
of Labor Statistics’ monthly Employment Sit- 
uation Summary—or, as you probably know 
it, the jobs report. 

“It’s the best single collection of data that 
we get that tells us about what’s happening in 
the job market,” bankrate.com Washington 
bureau chief Mark Hamrick said. 

The report seems simple, but if you want 
to understand what its numbers mean for the

economy, you’re going to need some context. 

The unemployment rate usually gets the 
most press every month after the jobs report 
is released, but that number doesn’t account 
for every jobless person. The BLS defines “un- 
employed” as a jobless person who is actively 
searching for employment. When the Octo- 
ber jobs report noted that unemployment is 
down to 5.8 percent, that was a good sign— 
but it doesn’t quite paint a full picture. 

First off, the national number won't neces- 
sarily reflect the situation where you live. 

“Our economy is incredibly complex and 
made up of a lot of different small or large 
economies that are distinct from each other,” 
said Josh Wright of Economic Modeling Spe- 
cialists International. “All economics is local. 
We try to hammer on that.” 

In Illinois, the unemployment rate in Sep- 
tember was 6.6 percent, according to prelimi- 
nary numbers from the BLS. In Chicago, it 
was even higher: 7.3 percent. 


And the unemployment rate excludes 
people who would like a job but are not ac- 
tively looking for one. The report covers those 
people under different terminology: Jobless 
people who had not looked for work in the 
past four weeks but had looked for work in the 
past year are considered “marginally attached” 
to the labor force. Within that group, there 
are the “discouraged workers” — jobless people 
who have given up looking for work altogether. 

“The unemployment rate can go down, 
but the question is, did the unemployment 
rate go down because people found jobs or 
because they gave up looking for jobs?” asked 
Ted Dabrowski, vice president of policy at the 
Illinois Policy Institute. 

The BLS also counts those who have had to 
settle for part-time work because they couldn’t 
find a full-time gig or because their hours were 
cut back. They're employed, sure—but not as 
employed as they'd like to be. 

And it’s hard to talk about jobs without talk 
ing about wages. The jobs report tracks the av- 
erage hourly wage for private-sector nonfarm 
workers; over the year, that number has gone 
up only slightly, according to October numbers. 

And perhaps the most important thing to 
remember is that the jobs report is not set 
in stone. The reports are subject to revision 
as more accurate data become available—for 
example, at the end of October’s report, the 
BLS notes that August and September jobs 
numbers initially were underreported. 

“{The jobs report is} inherently going to 
be all about speed,” Wright said. “Data takes 
a long time to collect, and the monthly jobs 
report is trying to do it as quickly as possible.”

Officials hope new 
HealthCare.gov 
avoids 2013 flaws 


Officials planned to unveil an improved health care 
insurance website Sunday they hope will allow the 
second enrollment period under President Obama’s 
health reform plan to avoid the technical meltdown 
that plagued its launch last year. 

The reconfigured healthcare.gov was to go live 
Sunday night before a three-month open enroll- 
ment period that begins Saturday, during which ex- 
isting policyholders can change coverage. 

Administration officials said Sunday they will get it 
right this time, with a website that will make it easier 
to shop for coverage, and enough computing capac- 
ity, call-center help and other resources to handle re- 
enrollment of all current policyholders. 

“We are strongly encouraging our customers to 
return to healthcare.gov. ... Shop and compare. The 
majority will be able to save money,” particularly those 
who may have overlooked available federal tax credits 
last year, said Kevin Counihan, chief executive officer 
of the federal health insurance marketplace. 

New features were added last month, and more 
will be available by Monday. The enrollment period 
begins Saturday and lasts until Feb. 15.

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Jessie Ware brings her 
‘Tough Love’ to America 


Los Angeles Times 

Jessie Ware is exhausted. A few weeks back 
the 30-year-old English R&B singer was amid 
a promotional tour for her recently released 
sophomore effort, “Tough Love,” and though 
she fought off a few yawns and is feeling jet- 
lagged from the flight to the West Coast, it 
otherwise doesn’t show. 

For her new album, Ware took the sultry, 
electronic-soul that drove her 2012 debut, 
“Devotion” —which earned critical acclaim 
on both sides of the Atlantic—and gave it a 
bolder edge with the help of new collaborators 
like Miguel, Ed Sheeran and Benny Blanco, 
who has produced big hits for Katy Perry, 
Maroon 5 and Britney Spears. 


You sound more confident on “Tough Love.” 
What triggered that? 

I knew myself a bit better. I was completely in 
control of the first record, but a bit of experi- 
ence helped me. Some of the people I worked 
with wanted to test me and see how far they 
could push me. That’s why I love collaborat- 
ing. There’s a tension. You don’t always dis- 
agree or you completely agree and it’s magic, 
but in that tension everyone has a valid point. 


Miguel, Ed Sheeran, Devonte Hynes and 
Benny Blanco had a hand in half the album, 
which may surprise listeners. How did that 
happen? 

Through my friend Ben Ash [better known 
as artist-producer Two Inch Punch], they 
worked together when they were really 
young before Benny was “Benny Blanco.” I 


met him a few years ago, and I was like, who 
is this cocky guy? He could come across very 
intimidating on paper, but I felt really at ease 
with him and that’s to his credit. When it got 
to the point of starting to write for this re- 
cord, I went and tried two weeks with them 
in New York. ... I knew Benny didn’t want to 
make the music he was well known for, but I 
definitely think he helped guide me to create 
maybe more direct pop. 


How did you keep the album sounding like 
you while working with new producers? 

It’s my voice. I don’t think I’ve changed my 
style ... but I’ve shown more of my voice. 
There’s a lot more people that I worked with 
on this record. But I was more decisive and 

I knew what I thought, and hoped, my audi- 
ence wanted from me after interacting with 
them for two years. This is an album I wanted 
to stand up for a long time. I wanted it to be 
something you can put in your car. I made a 
lot of it in L.A. so there is sunshine and opti- 
mism. I wanted it to feel vibrant but also not 
to impose itself too much. 


Do you feel that maybe there’s still some- 
thing to prove to listeners? 

I feel like there’s a real affinity with my Ameri- 
can fans. ... I loved it when I toured the States 
and they'd be like, “Sing it, girl!” It gave me 

the confidence to push it a bit further on this 
record. ... Even the first show in San Francisco, 
immediately with “Champagne Kisses” they 
got it. They are punching their fists in the 
air—it’s what I wanted.

Campbell has the respect and admiration 
of Bruce Springsteen, the Edge, Brad Paisley, 
Keith Urban, Blake Shelton, the Red Hot 
Chili Peppers’ Chad Smith and many more. 

He hosted a TV show (“The Glen 
Campbell Goodtime Hour”) for which Steve 
Martin was a writer. 

Fortunately, director James Keach’s 
documentary isn’t a glossy celebration of 
the now-78-year-old music legend. The 
film focuses on Campbell’s 2011-12 farewell 
tour, during which he played more than 150 
shows while battling Alzheimer’s disease. 

In September 2011, Campbell performs on 
“The Tonight Show,” and Keach is smart 
enough to include the full performance. 
Many of Campbell’s family members—he 
plays with three of his kids, and fourth wife 
Kim factors heavily in the film—fear he 
won't be able to do it, and there’s suspense 
in watching a five-time Grammy winner and 
highly influential artist attempt to deliver on 
the level he has for decades. 

The song goes off without a hitch, as long 
as you don’t include a sleazy comment Jay 
Leno makes after the show about Campbell's 
daughter, Ashley. 

As the tour progresses, so does Campbell’s 
illness, and it’s a sign of compassion, not 
pity, the way audiences support him through 
less-than-perfect shows. It’s fascinating to 
see how he remembers the music even if 
he forgets the words. “I’ll Be Me” doesn’t 
do a great job of exploring its subject’s life, 
particularly neglecting an examination of his 
painful past. (Kim mentions an alcohol prob-

lem, her husband’s attempt to dull the pain of 
failed marriages and guilt for not being there 
more for his kids.) The sensitive discussion of 
Alzheimer’s and the need for awareness and 
funding focuses too strongly on celeb com- 
mentary, while excluding Seth Rogen and his 
wife, Lauren Miller, who have been active in 
raising money and exposure. 

But the sad, inspiring film establishes the 
legacy of an artist who reinforces that stars, 
too, can face terrible afflictions, and usually 
all anyone can do with someone fighting such 
a disease is watch, hope and help in any way 
possible. Try not to get choked up as Ashley 
sings, “Daddy, don’t you worry; I'll do the 
remembering,”

Cavill soars over Loop for filming

the set of “Batman 
v Superman: Dawn 
of Justice” on Friday 
night in the Loop. 

Superman (Henry Cavill) took flight over 
Clark Street, hovering high above ground 
before descending and then floating toward 
love interest Lois Lane (Amy Adams). It was 
easy to spot Superman thanks to his classic 
blue and red threads and, you know, the fact 
that he was flying. 

Security didn’t go to great lengths to block 
onlookers from getting a glimpse of Super- 
man in costume, as was the case when “Man 
of Steel” filmed in Plano in 2011. 

And unlike last week’s “Batman v Super-

man” shoot in the Yorkville area—where 
the public wasn’t allowed to stop and watch 
scenes set in a cemetery and at Superman al- 
ter ego Clark Kent’s Smallville farm home— 
onlookers could watch Friday’s shoot from 
just a block away. 

The stunt was pulled off with help from 
a harness and wires. Cavill made the whole 
thing look effortless, but according to Mi- 
chael Shannon, who played villain General 
Zod in “Man of Steel,” the stunt is anything 
but. 

“The only time in the movie I got in a har- 
ness was when I learned to fly,” Shannon said 
Saturday as he co-hosted a fundraiser for A 
Red Orchid Theatre, which he co-founded in 
1993, at The Underground. “It was very diffi- 
cult work. It was very physically demanding. 
You can’t just sit in the harness and expect it 
to do all the work. You're not going to look 
like you’re flying. You have to pay attention 
to what your feet and legs are doing. It’s like 
dancing. But I had a blast making that movie. 
I love [director] Zack Snyder—great guy. I 
love Henry Cavill.” 

Coincidentally, Cavill stopped by the 
Underground on Saturday and joined Shan- 


non for a “Man of Steel” reunion (Shannon 
claimed he had no idea “Batman v Superman” 
was filming in Chicago at the moment). 

The Snyder-directed sequel is scheduled to 
hit theaters March 25, 2016, and features clas- 
sic DC Comics characters Lex Luthor (Jesse 
Eisenberg), Wonder Woman (Gal Gadot) and 
Alfred Pennyworth (Jeremy Irons). 

Is Shannon disappointed he’s not (pre- 
sumably) a part of the crowded sequel? “I’m 
not disappointed—no,” he said. “I think for 
someone in my position to be disappointed 
about something would be foolish.” 

“Batman v Superman” filmed Thursday 
inside the Washington Blue Line stop, which 
was made to look like the Metro stations in 
Washington, D.C. 

Filming is scheduled to continue in the 
Chicago area through Friday, with helicopter 
aerial filming expected near Navy Pier on 
Monday between 11 a.m. and 5 p.m.
